Thoao ttro oonccntmtod largely in Vlonno, though Loaguo activity bns by now 
roportod In all Austrian provincoa with the axooptlon of BurconlmnC Vororlberg. 

The baslo ideas which led to the founding of tho National Loaguo 
wuro originally propagatod in tho Federal penitentiary nt Stoin, Lowor Austria, 
by Dr. Herbert Tavs, a former leading Nasi end a ember of tho National Ocaalttee 
during tho Schusohnlgg regime. Tave maintained that a nationalist novonent In 
Austria, to bo suocoesful, oust align itself with the Soviet Union. Soviet 
policy does not propagate lntomatlonaliea, but a kind of national import alien 
according to Tevo j in tho SED In Oozcany the fore or Oeznan Notionalists, who 
otherwise could bo eondonnod to unieportanoe, cro being glvon a ohanoo to work 
aetivoly under Connuniot leadership, In cost oasos retaining thoir fomor posi- 
tions, Dr. ,-dolf Slavik , founder and leading spirit of tho Longuo, una con- 
vert oe to Taya* way p? thinking during an eleven nonth period of 1948-1949 when 
Slavik and Tavs e bated a call at Stein. 



SlcvU/ waa born on 24 Norob 1918 In Vienna, received his doctorate 
In Jurisprudence from tho University of Vienna In 1940. During his university 
days ho v/ao a conbor of tho strongly monarchist student organization "Ottozda*) 
It Is dlogcd that booauoo of dleappointoent nt hie fnlluro to nohlovo a posi- 
tion of significance in this group he turned against It and boear.o on lnfoznont 
of tho Hitler Xouth (HI) on aotlvltioe In monarchist elrelos. On 24 Uorwh 1996 
ho joined tho K5IAP, rocolving Party No. 6,243,960. After the Anschluss In 1938 
tho Nazis ror/ardod hie with tho Uecorlel Hed&l and the Gold Honor Badgo of the 
Hitler loujth (HI). In Nay 1938 ho voluntarily Joined tho 69 whero ho rooelved 
basic military training, on tho oonplotlon of which he cos appolntod Inspector 
of tho HI patrol service (Strolfendlonst) In Vienna. At tho outbreak of the 
war ho Joinod the S3 rogloont B Dor Fuehrer,* and froc 1940 to 1942 ho was at- 
tachod to tho flfl polioo Oourt for febrkreie XVU in Vienna. In 1942 ho woe 
expelled froo the HI booauae of hie attacks on the HI Leader for Vienna. Dur- 
ing tho remainder of tho war bo apparently saw service with various 80 unite, 
ultimately attaining tho rank of Oberetuxofuehrer (senior lieutenant). At 
war's ond he was takon PON by the U8 Faroes, rolooaed In Sontoofedr 1945. After 
tho war, Slavik Joined the Socialist Party, serving for a while asa legal ed- 
vieor in ono of Its district brenohoa in Vienne* he wen forced to rosigh, hde^.
